POSTMASTER KIRK 
EXPLAINS CHANGES 


Public Gets Benefit of New | 
Postal Rates Now in 
Effect | 























! 

Postmaster L. N. Kirk explains | 
for the benefit of News readers 
the changes in postal rates which 
went into effect on July 1. | 

The rate on private and “sou-j 
venir” cards has been reduced to 
one cent, but the postmaster points 
out that these cards, to get the 
benefit of the one-cent rate, must | 
conform in size and weight to the 
government post card. 

Hereafter on newspapers and 
periodicals mailed by the public 
the rate will be one cent for two 
ounces, regardless of weight or 
distance. 

There is a slight reduction on 
parcel post. 

Sending of “short paid’ first- 
class matter will be discouraged by 
an additional penalty. On letters 
short paid more than two cents 
there will be a penalty of one cent 
per ounce, in addition to the “post- 
age due.” 

The “special handling” rate on 
parcel post has been reduced and 
graduated according to weights of 
parcels and the rates will be, re- 
spectively 10c, 15c, and 20c. These 
rates give parcel post the same 
service as first-class mail. For 
the rate of 15c, 25c and 35c, ac- 
cording to weight, these special 
handled parcel post packages will 
also be sent special delivery. 

Postmaster Kirk points out that 
the reduction in air mail will not 
be made until August 1. At that 
time the rate will be reduced from 
ten cents for half an ounce to five 
cents for the first ounce and ten 
cents for each additional ounce.

| Fumigating, Spraying Issue is 
Studied at Annual Pest 
Control Meeting 





To spray or fumigate, that is the 
question. This issue was discuss- 
|ed from several angles at the Cit- 
|rus Pest Control School at Ful- 
lerton recently, before 800 grow- 
ers from Upland and other dis- 
tricts of Southern California. 

Other features of the program 
| consisted of talks on new mealy 
| bug parasites and Argentine ant 
control with quarantine work and 
many other phases of the pest con- 
trol problem. Field trips to groves 
in the region gave opportunity for 
illustrating talks with demonstra- 
tions. 


Control Difficult 

Black scale was comparatively 
simple to control last year because 
lof natural parasites, but this sea- 
son will probably be one in which 
control will be difficult, according 
\to R. S. Woglum, entomologist for 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change. He based this statement 
on past experience which shows 
| that when parasites are very num- 
| erous one year, they are usually 
| much less important the next sea- 
son,
